their own Days: The Men of former Ages are mag- 

nify’d as a Race of Heroes, illuftrious for a thoufand 

great and excellent Qualities, while thofe of the 

prefent Age, are reprefented as a Generation of Fools 

and Knaves, without common Senfe, or common 
Horetty. es : 

Anp fo prevalent is this Humour in many-Perfons, 
and it gives fo ftrong a Byafs to their Minds, that not 
only thofe Times which Hiftory has tranfmitted to us 
the Memory of, but alfo thofe which they themfelves 
have feen, and thar are pafs’d away with their Youth, 
are the continual Subject of their Praifes, and are 
celebrated as if they had conftituted the Golden Age, 
when the Earth put forth its Fruits fpontancoully, 
without Care or Labour. 

But as this Preference that is piven to former 
Times above the preferit, is general a without foun- 
dation, and not to be fupported by Facts and right 
Reafon, I fancy the Caule of es being led iato 
this Error, and the Zeal they ufually fhew in defence 
of it, may be accounted for divers Ways. 

Tus firft is, that the Tranfactions of paft Times 
arc handed down to us very imperfe ly and obicurely ; 
the Truth feldom or never diiclofes itfelf to us in its 
full Force and Luftre, but only glimmers at a 
Diftance, and looks rather like a loofe, wandering 
Vapour, than a fix'd and fettled Light: The Objeéis 
are prefented to us thro’ a falfe and uncertain Medium, 
and we can never judge of Diftances and Proportions, 
becaufe we have no clear and {ure Rule to go by ; for 
it generally happens, that in the Accounts of former 
Times, thofe Actions that would bring Shame or 
Infamy upon them, are ei:ker concealed, or partially 
related, and on the contrary, thof= that have a ten- 
dency to advance their Credit or Glory, are fer our 
and enlarged upon with the utmoft Pomp and Mag- 
nificence. 

For it is the Vice of moft Writers to proftrate 
themfelves before the Alrars of Power and Fortune, 
wherever they are erected; they follow the Wheels 
of the Victor, and in order to make his Merit appear 
more con{picuous, they will even offer up Incenfe of 
Praife to the Vanquifhed. Thus fucceeding Times 
are wfapt up in admiration of the Paft, and comparin 
what they hear related, with what paffes before their 


their true and proper Light, and without Prejudice 
or Partiality, they may perhaps inhnitely exceed them, 
and deferve far more Glory and Reputation. 

Bor tho this may not be true with refpect to 
Arts and Sciences, becaufe they are now arrived at 
their highett Perfe€tion, and the Times can take 
nothing from them, yet ‘tis certainly. fo of Men's 
Lives and Manners, the Proofs of which are not fo 
evident, and therefore in our Judgment of theie we 
are carrjed on by our Imaginations, without @ duc 
Regard to Truth and Reafon, which onghr only to 
be taken into our Confideration ; and which if we do 
not precifely follow, we mutt always be wrong in our 
Determinations. 

Bu T notwithftanding this Cuftom of praifing and 
condemning Perfons and Things at Random, and as 
our Prejudices and particular Inclinations bya% us, 
without attending to the real Merits of what we 
either fo highly appiaud, or fo freely pafs our Cen- 
fure upon, yet I da nox pretend that it does of Ne- 
ceffity follow that we are always wrong, for fome- 
times it happens that the paft Times are very juftly to 
be preferred tothe prefent. For tho’ when we fee 
the civil Government of a Country, fo juftly and 
wifely adminifter’d by the extraordinary Virtue and 
Ability of thofe in Power, that he who has the 
good Fortune to live in Times fo happy and pro- 
fperous, abounding in all the Bleffings of Freedom, 
Peace and Felicity, he, I fay, would be extreamly in 
the wrong, and guilty of the higheft Ingra:itude, 
who fhould pods the paft Age, and difparage the 
prefenr, and endeavour to raile and aggrandize the 
one at the Expence of the other; yet when the fame 
Government is in its decline, and falling off from its 
ancient Splendor and Grandeur, then indeed the Dif- 
ference may be taken Notice of, without the Impuy 
tation of doing it through Malice or Envy: But iq, 
order to clear ourfelves of all fuch Imputations, the 
Marks of its Decay cught to appear very ftrong and 
evident, and not be founded upon Conjectures or 
Imaginations of our own, arifing trom Diffatisfaction, 
Refentment, or from fuch Motives or Caufles as 
always prefent the very worft fide of Things to our 
View. 


Tue World certainly has always continued the 


fame, and there has always been an equal Degree of 


Good and Evil in it; but yet, That Good and Evil are 
perpetually changing their Climate, and flying from one 
Country to another : Change of Manners have pro- 
duced changes in Empires. Power and Empire, which 
firft had fixed their Seat in Ayia, afterwards re- 
moved into Media; from thence they pailed over into 
Perfia, then into /taly, and at laft eftablifhed their 
Refidence at Rome; but the World was fill the 
fame ; the fame Portion of Virtue, the fame Portion 
of Good and Evil were in it, tho’ not always the fame 
Portion of cither one or the other in the fame 


Eyes, and finding the former abound in_great and -—Place.. And if-after the Roman Empire, no other 


illuftrious A€tions, and nothing of high Importance, 
nothing out of the ordinary Courfe of Occurrences 
in the latter, they form the moft exalted Notions of 
the one, and the moft contemptible ones of the other. 

ESiDES this; Fear and Envy will always havea 
very extenfive Influence over the Minds of Men, in 
what relates to the Tranifaétions of their own Times, 
and the Conduét and Aétions of their Cotemporaries. 
The Sun when it is departing from our Hemifphere, 
will give no Painto the Beholder ; but who can look 
upon it with a ftedfaft Eye in its Meridian Luftre? 

hofe two powerful Caufes of Hatred, Fear and 
Envy, are loft in Things that are pafled, becaufe there 
1s nothing in them that can excite the one, or give 
bcafion to the other. 

N the gontrary, Things that are prefent be- 
fore us, that we are rhorou ly acquainted with, and 
of which no Circumftance is concealed from us, often 
ive us difpuft, becaufe they do not come pure and 
untullied to our Hands, but have ftill a Mixture of 

vil with the Good, and ‘tis the Nature of Men 
always to fix their Fye on the former, and intirely to 
eglet and overlook the latter; fo that viewing them 
> one Side only, and not feparating and diftinguith- 
ng - Juftice and Candour thofe Parts that are 
_, y of Applaufe and Commendation, from thofe 
eed not be fo ftriatly and precifely right, we 
a them in the Grofs, as inferior ro the Things 
“* were cons in former Times; altho’ confider’d in 


fucceeded that was of any long Duration, no other 
Empire where the World had coilected ail its Virtus 
together, yet it was fpread Abroad and diffu‘ed among 
feveral other Nations, by whom great Exploits were 
done, and great Dominions acquired. 

But tho’ Men may not be abie to form a com- 
petent Judgment of thofe Times that lie remote from 
View, and are buried in the Ruins of Antiquity, yer 
one would think they could not be ata Loisto know 
which are preferable, the Times of cheir Youth or 
old Age, becaufe they have equally feen and lived in 
both ; but we find every Day, that Men are full as 
partial to what pafled in their Youth, as to what 
pafled in the Days of their Forefathers, and blame 
the Times, when the Fault is all the while in cheir 
own Judgments. 

Burt the principal Reafon that Men are fo pre- 
judiced in Favour of former Times is, that their 
refilefs Spirit, and continual grafping after Things 
they never can attain to, render them uneafy and dif- 
contented with what they enjoy ; and being always 
in purfuit of that which they have not, they lofe all 
the Comfort and Satisfaction of that which they 
have, and plunge themfelyes into real and fubftantial 
Evils, in endeavouring to fearch for uncertain and 
imaginary Good.
